I is a gran d slate, rich 
in it» agricultural resource*, hen ’thy an d 
beuutiiul. 
After leav in g Coun cil Bluffs, 
the crops in the Missouri Valley to Kan ­ 
sas Coy. seemed to he all th it could be 
in -sited. 
Eastern Iv an s » sis a fair farm- 
coun try, but as you approach the cen tre 
of the state the coun try is quite san dy, 
an d us you go farther westward it is v ery 
barren . 
You will trav el m ilts without 
seein g a trie. 
It is rigidly n amed the 
Great American Desert, which produces 
n othin g but prairie dogs an d sage brush. 
Of course we saw some herds of cattle in 
Western Kan sas an d Southern Colorado, 
but I could n ot sec, for the life of me, 
what they suosDtcd on j thev all looked 
miserably poor to me. 
I would n ot giv e 
a quarter of a section of good h u d . in 
L e Coun ty for a wh de on e here. Without 
the sight of a tree or a speur of grass it 
is dreary m m igh, an d the high bluff* cf 
hard clay on each side of the Valley in 
Kan sas an d South Colorado is desola­ 
tion itself. 
As we pa*s in to New Mexico 
the bluffs are more rocky. 
As we pass 
alon g the base of the Rocky Moun tain s 
we a re in full sight of Pike s Peak an d 
other moun tain ran ges which are cov ered 
with sn ow. 
Western New Mexico an ti 
Arizon a presen t stran ge an d in terestin g 
v iews. 
The most of the bluffs, on each 
side of the Valleys through which we 
pass, are composed of red san d ston e of 
all imagin able shapes. 
You caun ot pos­ 
sibly div est yourself 
of the 
idea that 
man y of them are the ruin 9 of soma great 
fortification s or of some an cien t castles, 
others hav e the appearan ce of lon g blocks 
of dwellin gs, the sides all bein g as per- 
peudicular as mason could lay them. 
In 
some in stan ces 
these 
huge rocks rise 
out of the v alley en tirely distin ct, an d 
separate from the m oun tain ran ge an d 
are ev iden tly of v olcan ic origin . 
At on e 
place the passen gers, that were with me, 
were sure they saw the spire of a church 
aroun d a projectin g cliff, but 
as 
we 
roun ded the cliff the illusion v an ished, as 
it prov ed to be on e of these red san d 
ston e rocks. 
The scen ery was v ery much 
ihe same through A$z<jn a. 
I could n ot 
imagin e wliat the coun try is good for. 
We crossed the Colorado riv er at 
the 
Needles, in to Californ ia, an d the coun tiy 
was dessolation itself; n ot ev en a sage 
brush was to be seen . 
The whole coun ­ 
try was cov ered with small ston es (about 
the right size for macadamizin g streets) 
to an un kn own depth, 
washed 
down 
from the m oun tain sides. 
Through Ibis 
desolation I saw em ban km en ts, rn tile by 
the moun tain torren ts, that were n early 
as high as the Illin ois Cen tral R. R. em ­ 
ban km en t through Dixon , an d looked as 
regular as if made by the han d of man . 
From this desolation wo passed in to the 
San Gabriel Valley, about thirty miles 
west of Pasaden a, an d were in a n ew 
world. 
The soil*is a lin e clay, but n oth­ 
in g can be raised w ithout irrigation , but 
plen ty of water is obtain able from the 
moun tain s. 
It is a marv elous fruit coun ­ 
try) grapt'9* oran ges, tigs an d apples grow 
iu great abun dan ce. 
Fin e raisin s an d 
other v arieties of grapes can be hud for 
the pickin g. 
Vegetables grow 
fin ely 
an d are plen ty. 
It costs as much to pre­ 
pare the groun d for a lawn , an d get it 
cov ered with grass, as it would to carpet 
it with Brussels carpet. 
There arc n o 
pastures or meadows in this coun try an d 
all the hay is made irom oats, barley an d 
wheat, sown in the rain y season , cut 
green . 
In the dry season 
the dust is 
often three or four in ches deep; but the 
climate is all that can be desired, the 
days are warm an d the n ights cool an d 
beautiful. 
On the first day of Nov ember 
the thermometer in dicated 94 
degrees 
abov e, but on accoun t of the m oun tain 
breeze, it did n ot seem as warm as 80 in 
Dixon . 
Busin ess seems to be good in 
Pasaden a an d other surroun din g town s. 
New town s are sprin gin g up in the v al­ 
ley on the railroad lin es, n ot more than 
three or four miles apart, an d speculation 
in real estate, is of the wildest an d crazi­ 
est kin d imagin able. 
Ov er 200 real es; 
tate offices in the town of P asaden a an d 
the agen ts are sharper than two edged 
swords. 
It is all right if the people can 
liv e on fruit, with a beautiful an d healthy 
climate thrown in . 
Be sure an d rem em ­ 
ber me kin dly to the Boys of the F arm ­ 
ers’ Club, an d assure them that I miss 
their kin d greetin gs an d hearty 
han d 
shakes, an d thin k of them all as the

It presents the unique fea ture of bo- 
ing devotod entirely to the “ Sta te of the Union” 
considered with reference to the surplus in the 
trea sury a nd the opera tions of the present ta riff 
la ws, a nd a n ea rnest a rgument to esta blish th» 
proposition tha t a revision of those la ws provid» 
ing a reduction of customs duties a nd thereby 
the prevention of the surplus is the pressing sub­ 
ject for legisla tion a t this time. 
To THE CONOUXM Op T11K U.NITKP STATES: 
You a re confronted a t the throshhold of your 
legisla tive duties with a condition of the na ­ 
tiona l fina nces which impera tively 
dema nds 
immedia te 
a nd 
ca reful considera tion. 
The 
a mount of money a nnua lly received through the 
opera tion of present la wn, from the industries 
a nd necessities of the people, la rgely exceeds 
the sum necessa ry t i meet the expenses of the 
government. When we consider tha t tho theory 
of our institutions gua ra ntees to every citizen 
tho full endowment of the fruits of his industry 
a nd enterprises, with only Buch deduction a s 
ma y be his sha re towa rd the ca reful a nd ©**«>- 
noxnica l ma intena nce of the government which 
protects him. it is pla in tha t tho exa ction of 
more tha n this is indefensible a nd a culpa ble 
betra ya l of fa irness a nd ju stice. This wrong in­ 
flicted upon those who bea r the burden of na ­ 
tiona l ta xa tion, like other wrongs, multiplies a 
brood of evil consequences. The public trea s­ 
ury, which should only exist a s a conduit con­ 
veying the people’s tribute to its legitima te ob­ 
jects of expenditure, becomes a hoa rding pla ce 
lor money needlessly withdra wn from tra de a nd 
the people’s use, thus crippling our na tiona l en­ 
ergies, usurping our country’s development, pre­ 
venting iuvoH mea t in productive enterprises, 
threa t* ning fina ncia l disturba nce, nud Inviting 
schemes of public plunder. 
This conditie 11 of our trea sury is not a ltogether 
n* w ; a nd it ha s more tha n once of lute been sub­ 
mitted to the i ei.pie’s representa tives *u f on* 
gross, who a ione ca n a pply a remedy. And yet 
the situa tion stul continues, with a ggra va ted in­ 
cidents, more tha n ever presa ging fina ncia l con­ 
vulsions a nd widesprea d disa ster. It will not 
do to neglect this situa tion beca use its da ngers 
a re not now pa lpa bly imminent a nd a ppa ieut. 
They exi« t none the iess c* rtuinly a nd tiie unfore- 
fcten ui.>i unexjiecteti occa sion ma y come when 
suddenly they will be precipita ted upon us. 
On the 30th da y of J une, 1nn5, the excess of 
revenue over public expenditure a fter complying 
v ith the a nnua l rt quirement of the sinking fund 
a ct, wa s 117,859.735.84; « luring tho yea r ended 
J uno ¡o , lss-i, such excess a mounted to $■10,403,- 
545.20; a nd « luring th** yea r ended J une 3u, 1ks7, 
it rea ched tho sum ol $53,507,819,54. The a nnua l 
contributions to tho sinking-fund during the 
three yea rs a bove specified, a mounting in the 
a ggrega te to $138,1*58,320.94, a nd deducting from 
the surpiuB a s sta ted, were ma de by ca lling in for 
tha t purpose outotnndiug 3 per cent, bomls 
of th*- government. During the six month» prior 
to J uno 3 >, 1887, tho surplus revenue ha d grown 
so la rge by repea ted uccumula tious, a nd it wa s 
feumftbo w ithdra wa l of tliis grea t sum of money 
needed by tho people, would so a fTect the busl-

fund**, if this scheme should be a dopted it 
should be done a s a temjKJ ra ry expedient to meet 
a n urgent necessity. Legisla tive a nd executive 
effort should g nera lly he *n the opposite direc­ 
tion a nd should ha ve a tendency to divorce, a s 
much a nd a s fa st a s ca n he done the trea sury 
depa rtment from priva te enterprises. Of cotire 
it is not expected tha t unnecessa ry a nd extra va ­

I ha ve deemed it my duty thus to bring to tho 
knowledge of my countrymen, a s w*dl a s the 
a ttention of their representa tives to the r**a |>on- 
Mbllity <>f legisla tive relief, the gra vity of our 
fina ncia l situa tion. The fa ilure of the congress 
heretofore to provide a ga inst tho *la ng« » r which 
it wa s quite evident the very na ture of tho dif­ 
ficulty must necessa rily produce, ca used a condi­ 
tion of fina ncia l distress a n« l a pprehension since 
their la st a djournment which ta xed to the ut­ 
most a ll tiie a uthority a nd exjiedlents within ex- 
eeutivo control; a nd theie a ppea r now to* be ex­ 
ha usted. If disa ster results from the continued 
ina ction of congress th© responsibility must rest 
where it belong» . 
Tho situa tion thus fa r is fra ught with da nger 
which should ho fully rea lized, a nd though it 
presents fea tures of wrong to the people a s well 
a s to the country, it is but a result growing out 
of a porfectly pa lpa ble a nd a ppa rent ca use con­ 
sta ntly reproducing the sa me a la rming circum­ 
sta nces a congested na tiona l trea sury a nd a de­ 
pict*!« ! moneta ry condition In the business of tho 
country. It need ha rdly be sta ted tha t while the 
present situa tion dema nds a remedy we ca n only 
be sii ve<l from a like predica ment in the future by 
the remova l of Hie ca use. 
Our scheme of ta xa tion by mea ns of which tin* 
needless surplus is ta ken from tho people a nd 
put into the public trea sury consists of a ta riff 
or duty levied upon Importa tions from a broa d 
a nd iutenia l revenue ta xes levied upon the con­ 
sumption of toba cco a nd spirituous a nd ma lt 
liquors. It must be consoler©« ! tha t none of those 
tuxes rela ting to things subjected to interna l rev­ 
enue ta xa tion a re, strictly spea king, necessa ry; 
a nd it a lso a ppea rs to he no just ca use of com­ 
pla int of the consumers of tho a rticles, a nd there 
H'cttiH to la * nothing so well a ble to bea r tho 
burden without ha rdship, to a ny portion of tho 
I coplo. 
Hut our present ta riff la ws, tho va rious, in­ 
equita ble end illega l soureo of unnecessa ry ta x­ 
a tion, ouch t to b© a t once revised Rn‘l a mended, 
ill« *« « * la w s,a s their prima ry a nd pla in eiTect,ra ise 
tho price to consumers of a ll a rticles Imported 
a nd subject to duty,by precisely the sum pa id for 
such duties. Thu» the a mount of the duty mea s­ 
ures the ta x pa id by those who purcha so for uso 
these imported a rticles. Ma ny of these things, 
however, a re ra ised or ma nufa ctured in our own 
country, a nd the duties now levied upon foreign 
gixwJ s a mi products a re ca llod protection to these 
home ma nufa ctures, beca use they ronder it p o b- 
sible for those of our people who a ro ma nufa ct­ 
urers to ma ke these ta xed a rticles a nd sell them 
tor a price equa l to tha t dema nded for the im­ 
ported goods tha t ha ve pa id customs duty. So it

Those who buy imports pa y 
the duty cha rg* «1 tboreon into the public trea s­ 
ury, hut the grea t ma jority of our citizens who 
buy domestic a rticles of the sa me cla ss pa y a 
sum a t lea st a pproxima tely equa l to this duty to 
the home ma nufa cturers. This reference to the

But this existeuco 
Bhouid not mea n A condition which, without re­ 
ga rd to tho public welfa re or n na tiona l exigency, 
must a lwa ys insure the rea liza tion of immense 
profits instea d of modera tely profita ble returns. 
As the volume a n« l diversity of our na tiona l a c- 
II vities in< reuse new recruits a re a dded to those

So stub- 
boruly ha ve a ll efforts to reform the present con­ 
dition be« m resisted bv those of our follow-citi- 
/*ns thus enga ged, tha t they ca n ha rdly com- 
phrinni fbo suspicion, enterta ined to a certa in 
extent, tha t there» exists a n orga nized combina ­ 
tion uii a long- the line to ma inta in their a dva n­ 
ta ge. 
We a re in the midst of centennia l eelobra tions, 
an d v,ith becoming pride we rejoice in America n 
skill a nd ingenuity, in America n energy a nd en­ 
terprise, an d in tho wonderful na tura l a dva n- 
t:> res a nd resources developed by si century’s 
i) ttiona l growth. Yet when a n a ttempt is ma de 
to justify* a scheme wldcb permits a ta x to bo 
it d upon every consumer in the la nd for tho ben- 
eufitofour ma nufa cturer« quito beyond a reu- 
oua blo dema nd for governmenta l rega rd, it suits 
the puvpnbeH of tla * ma nufa cturers a nd infa nt 
nidus triers -Bill needing Hie highest a nd grea test 
deg ree of iuv< r a mi ca re tha t ca n bo wrung from 
federa l legisla tion. It » s a lso sa id tha t the in- 
« •i« **-o in tho price of domestic ma nufa ctures 
resulting irom the present ta riff is necessa ry in or­ 
der tha t higher wa ges ma y be pa id tha n for wha t 
is ca llod pa uper la l>or in Europe. In a ll etia es we 
a cknowledge the force of a n a rgument which in­ 
volves the welfa re und libera l compensa tion of 
our lub* ring people. Our la bor is honora ble in 
the eye» of every America n citizen, a nd lies a t 
the founda tion of our development; it is entitled 
without a ffecta tion or hypocrisy to the utmost I 
rega rd. The sta nda rd of our la borer's life should 
not be men ur« *d by tha t of a nother country less 
fa vored, und they a re entitled to their full sha re 
of our a dva nta ges. 
By t lf la st census it is ma de to a ppea r tha t of

Eighteen dolla rs would thus repre­ 
sent the increa sed price of the wool from twenty- 
five sheep a nd § 3« » tha t from the wool of fifty 
sheep; a nd a t present va lues this a « ldition would 
a mount to a bout one-thir« l of its price. 
If upon 
its sa le the fa rmer receives this or a less ta riff 
profit, tho wool lea v* s his ha nds cha rged with 
precisely tha t sum, which in a ll its cha nges will 
a dhere to it, until it rea ches the consumer. 
When ma nufa ctured into cloth a nd other g » ods 
a mi ma teria l for use, its coBt is not only increa sed 
to the extent ot the fa rmers’ ta riff profit, but a 
further sum ha s been a « l« le« l for tboneneflt of the 
ma nufa cturer under the ©itera tion of other ta riff 
la w#. 
In the mea ntime tho da y a rrives when tho 
fa rmer finds it necessa ry to purcha so woolen 
goods a nd ma teria l to clothe himself a nd fa mily 
for the winter. When ho fa ces the tra desma n 
for tha t purjioso, he discovers tha t ho is obliged 
not only to return in the wa y of increa sed prices, 
his ta riff profit on th« * wool ho sold, a mi which 
then pe rha ps lies before him in ma nufa ctured 
form, but tha t he must a « ld a considera ble sum 
thereto to meet a further increa se in cost ca us« xl 
l» y a ta riff duty ou tho ma nufa cture. Thus in 
the end, he is a roused to tho fa ct tha t he ha s 
pa i*l upon a modera te purcha s« » , a s a result 
ot 
the ta riff scheme which, when ho sold his wool, 
seemed so profita ble, a n increa se in price more 
tha n sufficient to sweep a wa y a ll the ta riff profit 
he received upon the wool ho produced a nd 
sold. 
When the number of fa rmers enga ged in wool 
ra ising is compa red with a ll the fa rmers in the 
country, a nd the sma ll proportion they bea r to 
our popula tion is considered ; when it is ma de 
a ppa rent tha t, in the ca se of a la rge pa rt of those 
who own Bheep, the benefit of the present ta riff 
on wool is illusory ; a nd, a bove a ll, when it must 
be conceded tha t the increa se of the cost of liv­ 
ing ca useMl by sucl* ta riff, becomes a burden upon 
those with modera te mea nB, a nd the poor, the 
employe>d a nd thé unemployed, the sick a nd 
well, a ud the young a nd old, a nd tha t it consti­ 
tutes a ta x which, with relentless gra sp, is fa st­ 
ened upon the clothing of every ma n, women, 
a nd child in the la nd, rea sons a ro suggested why 
tho remova l or reduction of this duty should be 
included in a revision of our ta riff la ws. 
Iu sjH a king of tho increa sed cost to the con­ 
sumer of our home ma nufa ctures resulting from 
a duty la id upon imported a rticles of the sa me 
description, the fa ct is not overlooked tha t com­ 
petition a mong our domestic producers some­ 
times ha s the effect of keeping the prico of their 
products below tho highest limit a llowed by such 
duty. Hut it Is notorious tha t this comi>otition 
is too often stra ngled by combina tions quite pre­ 
va lent a t this time, a na frequently ca lled trusts, 
which ha vo for their object tho regula tion of the 
supply a nd price of commo« Iities ma de a nd sold 
by members of the combina tion. The pooplo 
ca n ha rdly hope for a ny considera tion in the 
opera tion of the*so selfish schemes. If, how­ 
ever, in tho a ba enco of such combina tion, a 
hea lthy a nd free competition reeluces the price 
of a ny pa rticula r dutia ble a rticle of home pro­ 
duction below the limit which it might otherwise 
rea ch under our ta riff la ws, a nd if, w ith such re­ 
duced price, its ma nufa cture continues to thrive, 
it is entirely evident tha t one thing ha s been 
discovered which should bo ca refully scrutinized 
iu a n effort to reduce ta xa tion. The necessity of 
combina tion to ma inta in the price of a ny com­ 
modity to the ta riff point furnishes proof tha t 
some one is willing to a ccept lower prices for 
such commodity, a nd tha t such prices a ro re­ 
munera tive» ; a nd la ter prices produced by com- 
petition pi-ovo the sa me thing. Thus where 
either of these con« litions exist, a ca se w’ould 
seem to be presented for a n ea rly reduction of 
ta xa tion. 
The considera tions which ha vo been presented 
touching our ta riff la ws a ro intended only to en­ 
force a n ea rnest recommenda tion tha t the sur­ 
plus revetiuesof the government be prevented by 
tho reduction of our customs thitios, a nd, a t the 
sa me time, to empha size a suggestion tha t in a c­ 
complishing this purpose, we ma y discha rge a 
double duty to our people by gra nting to them a 
mea sure or relief from ta riff ta xa tion in qua rters 
where it is most needed a nd from sources where 
it ca n bo most fa irly a nd justly a ccorded. Nur 
ca n the presenta tion ma de of such considera tion 
be, with a nv degree of fa irness, rega rded a s evi­ 
dence of unfrientllinesB towTa rd our ma nufa ctur­ 
ing interests, or of a ny la ck of a pprecia tion of 
their va lue a nd importa nce. 
These interests 
constitute a lea ding a nd most substa ntia l ele­ 
ment of our na tiona l grea tn€ *88 a nd furnish the 
proud proof of our country’s progress. Hut if in 
the emergency tha t presseB upon U3 our ma nu­ 
fa cturers a ro a sked to surrender something for 
the public good a ud to a vert « lisuster, their pa tri­ 
otism, a s well a s a gra teful recognition of a d­ 
va nta ges a lrea dy a fforded, should loa d them to 
willing co-opera tion. No dema nd is ma de tha t 
they slia ll forego a ll tho benefits of governmenta l 
rega rd; but they ca nnot fa il 
to bo a dmon­ 
ished of their duty, a s well a s thoir enlightened 
self-interest a nd sufoty, when they a ro reminded 
of tho fa ct tha t fina ncia l pa nic a nd colla pse, to 
which the present condition tends, a fford no 
grea ter shelter or protection to our ma nufa ctures 
tha n to our other importa nt enterprises. Oppor­ 
tunity for sa fe, ca ndul a nd delibera te reform is 
now offered ; ftiul none of us should bo unmind­ 
ful of a time when a n a bused a nd irrita tod pooplo, 
heedless of those who ha ve resisted timely uml 
rea sona ble relief, ma y insist upon a ra dica l a nd 
sweeping rectifica tion ot their wrongs. 
The difficulty a ttending a wise a nd fa ir revis­ 
ion of our ta riff la ws is not under-estima ted. 
It will require on tho pa rt of congress groa t la bor 
a nd ca re, a nd especia lly a broa d a nu na tiona l 
contempla tion of the subject, nnd a pa triotic dis- 
rega r« i of such loca l a nd selfish cla ims a s a re un­ 
rea sona ble a nd reckless of tho welfa re of the en­ 
tire country. 
Under our present la ws more tha n 4,000a rticles 
a re subject to duty. Ma ny of thesedo not in a ny 
wa y compete with onr own ma nufa ctures, a mi 
ma ny a r« ' ha rdly worth a ttention a a subjocts of 
revenue. A considera ble reduction ca n be ma d© 
in tho a ggrega te by a dding them to th* free list. 
The ta xa tion of luxuries presents no fea tures of 
ha rdship ; but the necessa ries of life used'a nti 
consumed by a ll the people, the duty upon which 
a dds to tho cost of living in every home, should 
bo grea tly chea pened. The ra dica l reduction of 
the duties imposed upon ra w ma teria l used in 
ma nufa ctures, or 
its 
free importa tion, is, of 
course» , a n importa nt fa ctor in a ny effort to re­ 
duce the price of tlu'so necessa ries ; it would not 
only relieve them from the increa sed cost ca used 
by the ta riff on such ma teria l, but the ina nufa cfc- 


ure« l nmduct being thus chea pened tha t ¡» a rt of 
the ta riff now la id upon such product, a s a com­ 
pensa tion to our ma nufa cturers for the present 
price of ra w ma teria l, could be a ccordingly mod­ 
ified. Such reduction, or free importa tion, would 
serve 
besides 
to 
la rgely 
reduce 
the 
-©venue.

The question thus impora tivedy presented for 
solution should be a pproa ched iii a spirit higher 
tha n pa rtisa nship, a nd consider©« ! in the light of 
tha t rega rd for 
pa triotic duty which should 
cha ra cterize tho a ction of those intrusted with 
the wea l of a confiding people. But tho obliga ­ 
tion to decla red pa rty policy a nd principle is not 
wa nting to urge prompt a nd effective a ction. 
Both of the gr*a t politica l pa rties now repre­ 
sented in tho government ha ve, by repea t©*! 
a nd a uthorita tive decla ra tions, condemned the 
condition of onr la ws which permit the collec­ 
tion fiom the i>**ople of unnecessa ry revenue, 
a nd ha ve, in the most s« lemu ma nner, promised 
us correct ton ; a nd neither a s citizens or pa rti­ 
sa ns a re our countrymen in a mews 1 to condone 
the delibera te viola tion of these pledges. 
Our progress towa rd a wise conclusion will not 
be improved by dwelling ma in the theories of 
protection a nd free tra de. This sa vors too much 
of ba ndying epithets. It is ft condition which 
confronts us—not a theory. Belief from this 
condition ma y involve a slight reduction of the 
a dva nta ges which we a wa rd our home produc­ 
tions, but the entire withdra wa l of such a dva n­ 
ta ges should uot he emntempla ted. The « juestion 
oflree tra d© is a bsolutely irreleva nt, a nd tho per­ 
sistent cla ims ma de in certa in qua rters, tha t a ll 
effort to redievo the people from unjust a nd un­ 
necessa ry ta xa tion a re schemes of so-ca lled free­ 
tra ders, is misohlevous a nd fa r remove« ! from 
a ny considera tion f«*r the public goe» d. The 
simple a nd pla in duty which we owo the people 
is to reduce ta xa tion to the necessa ry expenses 
of a n economica l opera tion of the government, 
a nd to restore to the business of the country the 
money which we hold in the trea sury through 
the perversion of governmenta l powers. These 
things ca n a nd should be done with sa fety to a ll 
our industries, without da nger to the opportun­ 
ity for remunera tive la bor which our workiug- 
menneed, a mi with benefit to them a nd a ll our 
people, bv chea pening their mea ns of subsis­ 
tence a nd increa sing the mea sure of their com- 
forts. 
The constitution provides tha t tho president 
" sha ll, from time to time, give to the congress 
Informa tion of the sta te of the Union.” It ha s 
been the custom of tho executive, in complia nce 
with this provision, to a nnua lly exhibit to the 
congress, a t the opening of its si'ssion, the gen­ 
era l condition of the couutry, a nd to « le*a il with 
some pa rticula rity, the opera tions of tho differ­ 
ent executive depa rtments 
It would be espe­ 
cia lly a greea ble to follow this course a t the pres­ 
ent time, a nel to ca ll a ttention to the va lua ble 
a ccomplishments of these depa rtments during 
the la Bt fisca l yea r, but I a m so much impressed 
with the pa ra mount importa nce of tho subject 
to which this communica tion ha s thus fa r been 
devoted, tha t I sha ll forego the a ddition of a ny 
other topic a nd only urge upon your immedia te 
considera tion the "sta te of the Union” a a shown 
in tho present comlition of our tr**a sury a nd our 
genera l fisca l situa tion, ui>ou which every ele­ 
ment of our sa fety a nd prosperity depends. 
The reports of the hea ds of depa rtments, which 
will bo 
submitted, conta in lull a nd explicit 
informa tion 
touching 
tho 
tra nsa ctions 
of 
the business intrqa tesl to them a nd such recom­ 
menda tions rela ting to legisla tion in the public 
interest a s they deem a dvisa ble. I ssk for these 
reports a nd recommenda tions tho delibera te ex­ 
a mina tion a ud a ction of tho legisla tive bra nch of 
the government. 
There a re other subjects not embra ced in the 
depa rtmenta l reports dema nding legisla tive con- 
siucra tion a nd which I should be gla d to submit 
Borne of them, however, ha ve been ea rnestly 
Fresonted in previous meisa ges, a nd a s to them, 
beg lea ve to repea t prior recommenda tions. As 
the la w ma kos no provision for a ny report from 
the depa rtment of sta te, a brief history of tho 
tra nsa ctions of tha t imi>orta nt depa rtment, to­ 
gether with other ma tters which it ma y here­ 
a fter be doemed essentia l to commend to the 
a ttention of the congress, ma y furnish the occa ­ 
sion for a future communica tion.

THE TARIFF REFORMERS PLEASED. 


Ka m la ll Rea ds It for IH m self—R epublic­ 
a ns Sa y It Mea ns Free Tra de. 


W a s h ing t o n C i t y , Dec. 7 .—While tho presi­ 
dent's messa ge wa s not of a n entirely unexpect­ 
ed cha ra cter, yet the protectionists could not 
holp being sta rtled a t the bold sentences. The 
grea test a ttention wa s a ccorded the rea ding, 
pa rticula rly by tho Republica ns. 
Sa tisfa ction 
wa s shown on tho fa ce of every ta riff reformer in 
the house, a nd some of the outhusi a sts wero a l­ 
most hysterica l in their suppressed feelings. 
Springer’s fa ce wa s wrea thed in smiles, a nd Mills 
sa t with a ha nd a t ea ch ea r a nd a look of plea s­ 
ure on his fa ce. Ra nda ll sa t quietly in his sea t, 
giving ma rked a ttention until the rea ding wa s 
noa rly through, when he took up tho printed 
copy of tho messa go a nd bega n rea ding tor him­ 
self. The messa ge seemod to ca use moro of a 
sensa tion a mong the Republica ns tha n with tho 
Democra ts. 
Nea rly every one pronounced it a 
unique document a nd decidedly forcible. 
The rea ding of the messa go in tho sena te wa s 
listened to with a ttention, but very ma ny of tho 
sena tors, a fter a djournment, upon being a sked 
for thoir opinion of tho document,sa id thoy pre­ 
ferred to exa mine it more cloBely before decla r­ 
ing themselves. 
The judgment of tho sena te 
ma y be summa rized genera lly by sta ting tha t 
the Democra ts pronounced it a n a ble sta te pa ­ 
per, whilo the Republica ns sa v ir u a free tra de 
messa ge, intended to influence the house in be­ 
ha lf of free tra de legisla tion. 
After tho a djournment of tho house Rood of 
Ma ine wa s a sked his opinion of tho messa ge. Ho 
sa id it wa s a surprise, but there wa n nothing new 
iu it, except tha t it pla ced the Democra cy squa re­ 
ly upon a pla tform of free tra de, unless tha t pa r­ 
ty wa nted to disown, the a dministra tion. 
Ho 
thought it ma do tho very iseuo tho Republica ns 
desired. 
This wa s the genera l vtew of tho Republica ns, 
while the Democra ts looked upon it a s a forciblo 
bta te pa per, a nd decla red the pa rty would sta nd 
by iff 
Tuesda y night' a fter ho ha d rea d the presi­ 
dent’s messa ge, Ra nda ll consented to ta lk a lit­ 
tle. He sa id: "There will he a reduction of 
ta xa tion a t this session to the extent of $G0,u00,- 
000 or more, but not on the exa ct line of the 
president’s suggestions. The interna l revonue 
will bo reduced in pa rt, or in a la rgo degree re­ 
moved, which the president does not seem to 
fa v« *r, a u« i some reductions will be ma de in the 
ra tes of duties on ImportE.” 


K ngH » l» O p in ion of t h e M e s sa ge . 
L o ndo n , Dec. 7 .—The synopsis of Clevela nd’s 
messa go to congress, which wa s ca bled hero a nd 
published in Tuesda y a fternoon’s pa pers, wa s 
tend with a grout dea l of interest. The mes­ 
sa ge, which is rega rded genera lly a s very im­ 
porta nt, is wa rmly indorsed by fa ir tra ders, 
while free tra ders a ssert tha t it ma rks a long 
forwa rd stride towa rd the goa l of universa l free­ 
dom in tra de. The concensus of opinion is tha t 
should congress a dopt tiie suggestions so une­ 
quivoca lly ma de by Mr. Clevela nd the first effect

Macon , Ga., Pec. 7.—Fo u r men were instantly 
killed, thro e serio u sly and perhaps fatally In­ 
ju red, and fo u r left clinging like hu man flies 
to the ru ins sixty-five feet abo ve the gro u nd, by 
the falling o f a water-to wer at Tho masville, Ga,, 
Tu esday mo rning. It was abo u t 10 o clo ck wbo n 
the crash came. It co u ld be beard fo r half a 
mile, and peo ple ru shed to the scene fro m every 
directio n, A ho rrible sight m et their eyes. Pro ­ 
tru ding fro m the ru ins co u ld be seeu po rtio ns o f 
the bo dies o f the dead and inju red, the latter 
calling fo r assistance, while clinging to the sides 
o f that po rtio n o f the to wer still standing, with 
no thing to o lu to h o r rest their feet o n bu t preca­ 
rio u sly pro jecting bricks, were fo u r men left u n­ 
inju red by the crash, bu t in Imminent danger o f 
being dashed to pieaes by falling to the sto nes 
belo w. 
* 
All|tho u ght o f rescu ing the dead and inju red 
was tempo rarily abando ned in the face o f the 
peril o f tho se clinging to the wall. W hen the 
ho o k and ladder co mpany arrived a new ho rro r 
was added to the situ atio n by the disco very that 
the ladders wo u ld no t reach within twenty feet 
o f the men abo ve. A rescu e with ro pes was the 
o nly chance left. A brick tied to a co rd, which 
was in tu rn fastened to a ro pe, was thro wn inte 
the air, and fell o n the o ther side o f the wall. A 
sco re o f hands qu ickly pu lled the ro pe within 
reach o f o ne o f the imperiled men. 
At this mo ment the wall swayed and lo o ked as 
it it was ftl>o u t to tu m ble o ver and add mo re vic­ 
tim s to the death list, bu t it did no t, and the 
m an released his ho ld o f the bricks, wo nt do wn 
the ro pe hand o ver hand u ntil he reached the 
to p o f the ladder, and descended to the gro u nd. 
As he resched the earth a great cheer went u p 
fro m the cro wd, bu t it qu ickly su bsided at re­ 
membrance o f the danger the remaining three 
men wero still co nfro nting. 
The ro pe was 
mo ved fro m o ne o f the trio to the o ther u ntil at 
last ail sto o d safe belo w. 
The men thu s snatched fro m the jaws o f death 
are: Parnell, white, brick-m aso n; W. Spearing, 
w hite; William Walto n, co lo red, and Jo seph 
Earnest, co lo red. 
Attentio n was next tu rned to tho se bu ried in 
the debris. 
T h e fo llo wing wero taken o u t dead, 
terribly cru shed and disfigu red: T. J. P. Ro m- 
xnerdall, white; Jo seph Mo o re, w hite; Jo seph 
Fabian, co lo red; Lewis Wells, co lo red. 
Ro mmerdall was the co ntracto r. He leaves a 
wife and threo children. 
Fo u r negro es were serio u sly inju red. 
They 
are. Edward Do rsey, Frank Fatzam, Jo hn Tate, 
William Kennedy. Fatzam will no t live. The 
reco very o f the o thers is still pro blematical. * 
The accident was cau sed by tho remo val o f 
the su ppo rts which acted as braces between the 
o u ter walls o f the to wer and tho cento r piece, a 
so lid piece o f brick maso nry six feet in diame­ 
ter and seventy feet in height. The strain cau sed 
by the ho isting o f brick to the to p o f the to wer 
cau sed tho pier to o scillate and finally co llapse, 
demo lishing tho o u ter wall, and it fell, carrying 
with it the scaffo lding o n which tho men were 
still at wo rk. That no no o f the peo ple passing In 
the street bo lo w were no t killed is su rprising.

WiLKESBAitRE.Pa., Dec. 7.—Tho Lehigh Valley 
railro ad is co nstru cting a new branch ro ad fro m 
Pittsto n and Fairview.

The fo reman, Lu ke Bu rns, o rdered the Italians 
to draw the tamping fro m the ho le, which they 
refu sed to do . Bu rns then co mmenced to draw 
the tamping himself, when su ddenly tho who le 
charge explo ded, tearing Bu rns to pieces and in­ 
ju ring five Italians who sto o d near by, o ne o f 
them, Andrew Sericks, being fatally injnred.

I m ake most of my sermons walking 
the floor. 
I can always think U tter on 
my feet. 
I very often dictate sermons to 
a etenoj^rapher, and after he hits w ritten 
out his notes I read it over, and b y that 
tim e I have placed the sub stance of it 
perm anently in 
m y m em ory. 
I can 
think l» etter standing b efore an audience 
than I can in the privacy of my hom e; 
b ut it would lie a very unsafe thing, de­ 
pending on the inspiration of the m o 
m enc 
A m inister will not do so unless 
he is thoroughly lazy. 
My own rule is 
not to go into the pulpit or upon the 
platform w ithout enough ideas to occupy 
the tim e usefully, w hether I us.1 that* 
ideas or not. 
No m inister has a right to 
go b efore a congregation unprepared, 
especially in these days, when through 
the newspapers and m any other form s of 
distrib ution of knowledge the audience 
m ay hapj» cn to know as m uch as b e 
does. 
My idea is that if a m an sits in his 
study and carefully write-' out a theologi­ 
cal essay, it may do well for a review or 
magazine, b ut it will not interest a con­ 
gregation; b ut no m an can lay down a 
rule for others. 
Many are ruined fur life 
so far as work is concerned b v trying to 
do as other do, 
Kxtemporaneousness of 
speech is b est for some, and a thorough 
use of m anuscript is decidedly b .*>t for 
others. 
The tem ptation which alm ost 
every m inister has felt who has acquired 
any facility in pub lic utterance is to in­ 
dolence. 
The oxte 111 {K>raneous faculty 
has b u n s > m uch talked alxnit and ex­ 
tolled that a great m any m inisters have 
sacrificed all their effectivem-.*-- in trying to 
do tilings im prom ptu. I ’nkw; a m an uses 
his pen a goud dt-al in the act of composi­ 
tion he Will t oa lack terseness and coin- 
pactm'.:! of expression. 
1 find that m y 
b 'stckiys for work are W ednesdays and 
Thursdays 
equal 
distances 
from

Sab b ath, and the m orning of each day

am 
ge n r .'ly not 
ob servab le; b ut 
it is diiueull to m ake an iron rule 
in these cities as to w hen you will 
b e seen and when you will not

seen. 
I think Brooklyn is a first rate 
place for mini-iters. The people generally 
allow a ¡raster in these regions to work in 
his own way, and the congregations are 
lenient and not unreasonab le in their de­ 
mands. 
I b egan the m inistry b y w riting out 
my sermons w ith great care, and taking 
every m anuscript into the pulpit and con­ 
fining myself strictly to it. 
But coming 
out of a theological sem inary w ith b ut 
little preparation in the way of serm on 
m aterial, 1 found the preparatiou of tw o 
sermons and a lecture a week a com plete 
physical exhaustion, so I retracted from 
that hab it and used no notes at all. 
My 
first experience in this new departure 
was m arked and unusual. 
It was in m y 
village church at Bellville, N. J. 
Find­ 
ing that 1 m ust stop the exhaustive work 
of fpreparation I resolved on a certain 
Sunday night to extemporize. The church 
had ordinarily b een lighted w ith lamps, 
as there was no gas in the village, b ut 
the trustees had b uilt a gas house in the 
rear of the church, and the new mode of 
lighting the edifice was to 
Ik? tested tlie 
very night I had decided to b egin m y ex ­ 
temporaneous speaking. 
Tlie church was 
thronged w ith people w ho had come to 
see the new mode of lighting. 
I had 
ab out ten m inutes of m y sermon in m anu­ 
script and put it down on the Bib le, in­ 
tending when the m anuscript gave out
